Mickey Gene Wambles, age 38, 
accompanied by his court appointed 
attorney, Beverly J. Howard of 
Montgomery, turned himself into au- 
thorities last Thursday afternoon.

Circuit Judge Gary McAliley is- 
sued a warrant for Wambles’ arrest 
when he failed to meet his court 
date. At the time he tumed himself 
in, authorities were looking for him. 
The defendant was on a

Wambles was arrested last April 
after a two-day stand-off between 
himself and state and local law en- 
forcement officers.

Elba W & E thinking long range

The January meeting of the Elba 
Water and Electric Board had board 
members thinking long range busi- 
ness thoughts. 

Upon the recommendation of 
chairman Tim Johnson, the board 
voted to begin building a reserve 
fund for emergencies. The board will 
set aside $6667 per month until a 
$120,000 fund is accumulated. 

Johnson noted that Hurricane 
Opal cost the utility department at 
least $175,000 and could have been 
worse. While much of this will be re- 
paid by FEMA, the next storm may 
Not get a national disaster rating and 
the byrden of repairs will be com- 
pletely upon the local utility. 

The board also voted to pay “as 
much as possible” on a bank loan of 
$125,000 which was due in January. 
Any amount not paid would be re- 
financed and paid as soon as the 


money is available. 

Johnson also recommended the 
utility purchase five of the Life Line 
monitors the Elba Police Department 
is presently installing with elderly 
citizens who live alone. The cost is 
$100 each, for a total of $500. Ap- 
proval was unanimous. ’

Tort reform should be debated by all of the people

As the special session on 
tort reform reaches the home 
Stretch, it appears that little, if 
any, progress will be made to 
Stop lawsuit abuse in Alabama 
and rein in punitive damage 
verdicts that are hurting all Al- 
abamians. 

If meaningful tort reform 
does not pass in this special 
session it will be unfortunate 
for many reasons. Untold num- 
bers of jobs will be lost be- 
cause many companies are 
afraid to expand or locate in 
Alabama because of the high 
risk of being hit with multi- 
million dollar lawsuits.

Is Sin Serious? 


’ When a disease is diagnosed, it is important to ask the question: “Ts it se- 
rious?” It is even more important to ask that question about the spiritual dis- 
ease of sin, Many people will almost cheerfully admit to being sinners, be- 
cause they have no idea what this means. They treat it as being “just human 
nature”, or they shelter behind the fact that “everybody does it.” Those 
Statements dodge the real issue: “Is sin serious?” Here are some of the 
things the Bible says about you as a sinner, 

We are debased This does not mean that we are as bad as we can possi- 
bly be, nor that we are constantly committing every sin. It does not mean 


that we cannot tell right from wrong, or do things that are pleasant and help- 4 


ful. It does mean that sin has invaded every part of our nature and personali- 
ty--our mind, will, affections, conscience, disposition, and imagination. 
“The heart is deceitful above all things and beyond cure....” (Jeremiah 
17:9). The root of our trouble is not what we do but what we are! A person 
sins because he is a sinner, 

We are defiled. The Bible pulls no punches here: “For from within, out 
of mean’s hearts, come evil thoughts, sexual immorality, theft, murder, 
adultery, greed, malice, deceit, lewdness, envy, slander, arrogance, and fol- 
ly,” (Mark 7:21-22). Notice that the list includes thoughts, words, and ac- 
tions. This shows that in God’s ro all sin is equally serious. Some people 
limit their idea of sin to things like murder, adultery, and robbery, but the 
Bible makes it clear that we have no right to think of sin in this way. Sin is 
anything that fails to meet God's perfect standards. Anything we say, think 
or do that is less than perfect is sin. Now we must face up to this question: 
“Who can say, ‘I have kept my heart pure; I am clean and without sin’?” 
(Proverbs 20:9). Can you? If not, you are defiled, 

e are defiant. The Bible teaches that “sin is lawlessness” (1 John 3:4), 
deliberate rebellion against God’s authority and law. No civil law forces us 
to lie, cheat, have impure thoughts, or sin in any other way. We choose to 
sin. We choose to break God’s holy law. We deliberately disobey Him and 
that is serious, because “God is a righteous judge who expresses his wrath 
every day....” (Psalms 7:11). God can never be “soft” about sin, and we can 
be sure that not even one sin will go unpunished! 

Some small part of God’s punishment of sin comes in this life (though 
we may not recognize it). The final punishment will be inflicted after death, 
when on the Day of Judgement “each one of us will give an account of him- 
self to God....” (Romans 14:12). 

The only cure for this serious disease called sin is the blood of Jesus 
Christ. “For God so loved the world, that He gave His only begotten Son, 
that whoever believes in Him should not perish (because of sin), but have 


eternal life. For God did not send the Son into the world to judge the world, 
but that the world should be saved through Him,” (John 3:16-17), Give your 
life to Jesus Christ and find the cure for your serious disease.

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Overweight trucks 
causing costly 
damage to highways 


When engineers plan and design 
highways and bridges to move peo- 
ple and goods safely and quickly 
from place to place, their work is 
based on the weight of the heaviest 
loaded tractor-trailer truck allowed 
by law. 

In fact, engineers say that the 
weight on one fully loaded 18-wheel 
truck causes the same damage as 
9,600 regular-sized automobiles to 
highways and bridges. Those figures 
are used in the design of each high- 
way and bridge in Alabama's 
11,000-mile highway system, . 

Despite the weight factors built 
into the design of roads and bridges, 
every time a truck carrying a load 
greater than the legal weight limit 
travels over highways and bridges, it 
causes costly damage that taxpayers 
must pay for in the way of expensive 
repair, maintenance and, in some 
cases, road and bridge replacement. 

Today, more than 2,000 miles of 
highway in Alabama need repair or 
replacement and 316 bridges need to 
be replaced. Hundreds more need re- 
pairs and improvement. 

The maximum legal weight for 
vehicles of any type to travel high- 
ways in Alabama is 80,000 pounds. 
Heavier weights are allowed wh spe- 
cial permit only when more axles are 
added or other steps are taken to re- 
duce the weight damage on the high- 
way surface. 

Highway engineers say over- 
weight trucks and frequency of that 
weight being applied to the high- 
ways and bridges are the major fac- 
tors causing wear and deterioration, 
not weather and the environment. 


Weather and environment do not 
change at the centerline of a high- 
way pavement. Yet the right or the 
lane carrying most of the heavy 
truck traffic will typically be in 
much worse condition than the left 
or passing lane. 

Since the effects of weather and 
environment are the same on both 
the right and left lanes, the differ- 
ence in wear between the lanes can 
be clearly attributed to the greater 
frequency of heavy truck loads onto 
the right lane or the one most used 
by trucks. 

The heavy truck loads on the 
right lane will often cause cracks to 
appear here first. Water then seeps 
into the cracks. Continued exposure 
of heavy truck loads, mixed with wa- 
ter, speeds the rate of deterioration. 

Those who use the highways and 
bridges must pay for the repairs - 
and in some cases, replacements - 
forced by the repeated use of weight 
loads over the legal limit. 

Almost all of the funds to build, 
maintain and replace highways and 
bridges come from highway user 
taxes and fees, such as gasoline and 
diesel fuel taxes and registration and 
inspection fees. 

When overweight trucks tear their 
way along Alabama’s highways, 
more of the highway user fees go to 
pay for repairs and maintenance, in- 
stead of being used for badly needed 
new highways and bridges.

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New Brockton’s City Council soends hour behind closed doors

The New Brockton City Council 


spent a solid hour in executive ses- 
sion with City Attorney Joe Sawyer 
Monday night talking about the po- 
lice chief. Throughout the hour the 
chief and another policeman came 
and went from the room.

After the group returned to open 
session, council member Charles 
Cole made a motion recommending 
the mayor reprimand Chief Driggers 
in writing and explain what is ex- 
pected of him and the letter become 
a part of the council minutes. Coun- 
cil members voted unanimously in 
favor of the motion and Mayor Ka- 


thy Holly indicated she would write 
the letter. 

The chief reported the police had 
received 11 complaints during the 
month. They made 15 arrest and is- 
sued 29 traffic citations, These cita- 
tions included three for DUI and one 
for child restraint violation. 

The rescue squad made 17 runs 
and the fire department responded to 
one fire. 

Chief Driggers reported that Of- 
ficer Griswold and completed the in- 
toxilizer school and scored 98 on the 
final test. 

A request to send two officers to 
a one day school in Bay Minette was 
denied by the council. They did urge 
the participation in a school in 
Greenville because it is cheaper and 
would be more beneficial to the of- 
ficers. The council also asked Drig- 
gers to look into attending some in- 
house continuing education classes 
being held by the Enterprise Police 
Department.

An autopsy was ordered by the 
District Attorney’s Office to deter- 
mine the cause of death.
